5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Tsiounis (US 2001/0039535) teaches securing payment 
over a network from a customer to a merchant. A trusted party component receives an 
instruction from the customer to pay the merchant, the instruction including confidential 
payment information of the customer. The trusted party component creates payment 
authentication information. Based on the payment authentication information, the 
trusted party component pays the merchant on behalf of the customer without the 
confidential payment information of the customer being disclosed to the merchant. 

In regarding to independent claims 2 and 9, Tsiounis taken either individually or 
in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious in response 
to the commerce gateway receiving the authentication request, determining whether a

valid virtual payment account maintained by the commerce gateway is associated with 
the consumer computer; in response to the commerce gateway determining that a valid 
virtual payment account is associated with the consumer computer, returning an 
account identifier to the consumer computer; in response to the merchant server 
receiving the order to purchase the tangible product and the account identifier from the 
consumer computer, obtaining a valid transaction authorization from the commerce 
gateway; and in response to the merchant server receiving the valid transaction 
authorization, completing the purchase of the tangible product .
